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' TAKE PRECAUTION. 

Since the Spanish influenza 
epidemie is—now recognized —as- 
one of the worst plagues of 'mod- 
ern times and since it is getting 
a little closer home almost every 
day, our people should exercise 
the greatest care and take every 
precaution as a means of pre- 
venting it getting a foothold in 
our midst.” 

With the ordinary run of less, 
serious diseases-people are very 
careless about observing the law 
regarding quarantine. Many 
neglect to inform the health of- 

“ficer when contageous diseases 
are in their homes and it is 
largely because of this careless- 
ness that these ailments de- 
velop an epidemic. With the or- 
dinary run of .modified quarin- 
tinable diseases this carelessness 
is not so serious and is often 
overlooked but in the-case of in- 
fluenza the provincial board of. 
health has issued a warning to 
the effect that the courts will be 
used extensively for the purpose 
of imposing severe penalties up- 
‘on. those who, through non-ob- 
‘servance of the requirements of 
the act, endanger the health of 
the public. 

The symptoms of influenza are 
headache, neck ache, malaise, 


tremities. These in turn de- 
velop a fever. Any signs, there- 
fore, of its approach should be 
reported to the health officer at 
once.
